Red Cross has been advised in a bul­ 
letin from division headquarters that 
the after care of the discharged sol­ 
dier will be continued and th at none 
of the work whfch has so successful­ 
ly been carried on will be turned over 
to the Y. M. C. A. which organiza­ 
tion is instituting committees in vari­ 
ous towns to look after this feature 
of the reconstruction work. 
“The government has indicated that 
this is the Red Cross work”, says the 
bulletin, “and we have pledged our 
support and assistance to the family 
of every man, and 
to the man him­ 
self, after he is discharged, to enable 
him to resume an independent posi­ 
tion in his own community. 
“ It is right that we should co-ope­ 
rate with the Y . M. C. A. ami with 
all other kindred organizations, but 
it is beyond our |>ower to delegate 
to any other organization our obliga­ 
tions to the discharged man and his 
fam ily.

FIRST AND THIRD TO-NIGHT 


Second Half of W ard League Opens 
on Playground. 


F irst and Third W ards who met on 
Monday night for the first half cham­ 
pionship of the Ward League will open 
the second half of the season on the 
Playground to-night. 
It was 
at first announced 
by the 
schedule committee th at 
F irst 
and 
Second W ards would 
play but 
the 
schedules printed by Eckert's Store 
will hereafter be considered official.

liam Troxell, treasurer. A committee 
was named to draw up a schedule and 
the Ward League started its season 
at Nixon Field on May 26. 
“We will just play for the fun of 
playing”, said one of the managers, 
“and if the fans want to come out 
to see the games we will be glad to 
have them, but I doubt if the games 
will draw very well” . 
On the contrary the 
interest and 
attendance at the games has exceed­ 
ed all expectations of the persons who

Cable ad­ 
vices from Europe
